When Judge O'Rear gets into one of 
the tobacco counties he drops «very 
other subject, and begins to sImnI tears 
over the wrongrs of the tobacco grow- 
ers. He dwells up3n their oppressions, 
and denounces the wickedness of the 
tobacco trust, and promises tbat if he 
is elected Governor he will {force the 
price of tobacco up to twelve cents, 
and makes many other pledges equally 
imposiible of performance. One of bis 
boldest statements is that if the to- 
bacco trust does not pay the tobacco 
growers as SMieh as twelve eeoti for 
their tobacco, that he knows a way to 
make them dojt, and that if they re- 
fuse, he proposes to drive tbei trust 
out of the state and not permit them 
to do any business here. 

Judge O'Rear claidia to be the only 
friend that the tobacco growers have 
and that they can rely on biia, and 
him alone, to lead them out of the 
wilderness of low prices and bad crops. 

It is not possible that any intelligent 
tobacco growei can be influenced by 
any such demagogical appeals. Ihey 
proceed from the inherent- selfishness 
\oL the candidate who is badly in need 
of votes, and he proposes to get them 
it gilt-edged promioes will do any 
good. 

Kentucky ia practically unanimous 
in its opposltioB to the cppreasioil the 

tobacco trust has palced on the farm- 
ers of thii ftate. Everybody denounces 
as little short of criminal the combi- 
nation that will depre-s prices and 
oppress the hardest worked 'people on 
earth, to put more monf y into offers 
a'.ready bursting with riches. Every- 
body is ^areed that tobacco prices in 
Kentucky have been too low, and it 
has been the concern of every fair- 
minded man to help bring this price to 
a level where th" farmer can be paid 
a generous sum for his labors. So ,far 
as it has been possible a Democratic 
Legislature has answered every re- 
quest of the tobacco growers by put- 
tirg remedial Legislation on the Stat- 
ute bcol'. 

G:verncr McCreary has always Leen 
a friend of the tobacco people, iie 
has helped them in tbe past, and he 
etands ready to do so in every possible 
way. If he is elected he will enforce 
the law against those who violate the 
Statute preventing a trust or combina- 
tion to control prices, and will lend a 
helping hand to those who have suffer- 
ed in the past from the criminal op> 
pressicn of the trusts. 

If Judge O'Rear knows any way to 
compel the tobacco trnat to pay 
twelve cents for tobacco, he ought to 
communicate iiis secret to the Attor- 
ney General of the State who is a Re- 
publican, and to Governor VVillaon 
who is likewise a Republican, and let 
them put the machinery of the law in- 
to operation, so tbat the guilty will be 
punished, and the innocent will come 
into their reward. 

If the present Republican adminis- 
tration cannot be tmstM with 
O'Rear's secret, how can the people 
sffrod to trust O'Rear and ^bis associ- 
ates te do what bin party has preeis- 
fprtly refused ito [do»— grant relief to 
t ie sorely burdened tobacco growers. 

Tbe truth is O'Rear ia no (more sin- 
cere on the tobacco question than he 
IS on any of the many issues he has 
tried to drag into this campaign. He 
thinks he has found a cheap way to 
?€t votes, but the sensible tobacco 
men of the State will inspect that Tro- 
jan boise before^ they welcome him in> 
to \h lit confidences.

At Their Wild Ceremonies the Priests 
of Thess Barbarians Offer Up Hu- 
man Seerifiess to Thsir O r stss^us 
and Repulsive Stone Gods. 

A religious festival by a savage tribe 
of Asia, in which occurred a human 

sacrifice and the homing of the victim 
ou a funeral pyre. Is described by Wil- 
liam Jameson Reld in hts book, 'Unex- 
plored Asia.*' The rites were held in a 
place called Chite City, Tzuchan, 
which was rsached after a hasardoos 
io'.irney throogh the Ping mountains, 
lie says: 

"Let me give a brief htetory of this 
strange race, who for centuries have 
defied the most persistent research of 
explorers and ethnologists. Many cen- 
turies ago, in the vicinity of Shanghai, 
there Uved a liighly enlightened race 
known as the Chites. They were the 
most fanatical and blf^oted Buddhists, 
HO fanatical, in fact, that their turbu- 
lent spirits and eager de.»^ire to sow the 
seed of proselytism caused frequent 
revolutionary disturbances. The gov- 
ernment, as Its only means of salva- 
tion, made war on them. For years the 
Chites battletl against overwhelming 
odds until at last, their numbers fear- 
fully reduced, they gradually retired to 
the west, settling here and there, only 
to be ngalA driven back. After years 
of wanderings they located in the wild 
mountain rejrion of northwestern Tibet. 

"For untold centuries they have held 
entirely aloof from their more civilized 
Chinese neighbors, and today tliey are 
as untamed and barbarous as were 
their fierce ancestors. Many of them 
are savages of t]ie worst degree; even 
cannibalism is said to be prevalent 
among many of them. They acknowl- 
edge no allegiance to the emperor, en- 
tirely iirnore the nuthoritj* of the man- 
darins and hold no communication 
v.ith the outside world. Yet we have 
visited their wild domain; we have 
penetrated into tlieir strMighold and 
have witnessed their strange customs. 

**It had been our intention to steal 
into the city under cover of night, but 
from our position of vantage we could 
see that soaM rdl g leas demonstration 
was In pr ogre ss , and we did not dare 
to move. For lialf an Hour our guides 
(natives) crawled out on the plain and 
returned with the Information that 
they had discovered a considerable 
cave in the hillside to the left of the 
town, which wooM seieen as fkom ob- 
servation and at the same time permit 
us to watch the movements of those 
inside the walls. We had Just time to 
reach our place of concealment when 
the leaders of the procession entered 
the narrow orifice and halted while 
torches were being lit to guide their 
passages through the gathering gloom. 
Following them pressed the unkempt 
crew, until the interior of the dome 
shaped cave was filled to the point of 
saffocation. 

''For half an hour the ear torturing 
strife of di.soord waxed louder at every 
moment uiUil a hundred devils in hu- 
man form flitted beneath the flare of 
flicl^ering torches. A frenzied enthusi- 
ast would leap into the air, lacerating 
himself with a knife, grasping the gory 
strip of flc'sh and grinding it under his 
heel, or taunting a neighbor into tha 
spirit of emulation by flaunting before 
his eyes the ghastly piece of flesh. Sud- 
denly from out the compact mass rose 
a howl of mingled anguish and fury, 
find a solitary Individual mounted o 
sort of platform and stretched forth 
his hand. Evidently he was a high 
priest. Instantly there was silence. 
The light of the torches enabled us to 
the man who had mounted the plat- 
form. Tie was a tall, gaunt Individ- 
ual. All his right side was nake<l, and 
' is face was covered with gaping rents 
of knife wounds, from which blood 
trickled. 

"A garment of coarse cloth covered 
'lis body below the waist. Soon we 
saw five others follow him upon the 
platform, which was of raised earth. 
In a re e esB In the wall at the rear of 
the platform one could see the dis- 
torted form of a gigantic image— a 
stony. Impassive figure of such gro- 
tesque ugliness that one could not help 
wondering how a race of people, how- 
ever gnenlightened, could bring them- 
selves to worship an object of su^ re- 
pulslveness. 

"At last a fearful moment was at 
hand. An old man was seized and 
stretched upon a sort of stone altar, 
raised above the platform. He realized 
Ids last hour had c<nne, and lie strug- 
gled in fear and fury to escape firom 
the grasp of his raptors, giving vent 
to shriek after shriek until, exhausted, 
he fell into a stupor. Four of the 
priests held the faintly struggling 
body, while from the gloom stalked 
forth the sacrificial priest his hand 
holding a long knife. Once, twice, 
thrice he abased himself before the 
ImMge. and then, turning roiind like a 
beast rea'ly to leap upon Its prey, he 
rushed toward the prostrate form. A 
flash of light aod the keen blade sank 
to the hilt In the flesh of the victim. 

**Three times did the worshipers on 
the floor rise and jilt.Msc thein-icives. 
and then <iui«kly tho minor i»riests 
seized the lifeless body and held It in 
rhe air. For a moment It silhouetted 
tgainst the fitful glsr6 of the fire; then 
the fiames leaped fc^ard in 
scstasy to nceive their prey.**

SPECTER SHIPS. 

l-sgMids ef Shadowy Craft ef ikm New 
England Coast 

The coast of Xew England has nu- 
merous legends concerning specter 
ships firmly believed by the rugged 
fishermen, who assert stoutly that ou 
various occasions gliaipBes of the 
shadowy craft have been seen, fol- 
lowed Invariably by fatal disaster. 
The specter of the Palentine is occa- 
sionally seen on Ixing Island sound 
and is the forerunner of a gale of 
wind. She was a Dutch trading ves- 
sel and was wrecked off Block island 
in 1752. The wreckers, it is said, made 
short work of her, stripping her fore 
and aft and setting fire to the hull. 

As she drifted blazing off the coast a 
human form was visible amid the 
flames, the form of a female passen- 
ger, left to perish on the doomed 
craft. Since and generally upon the 
anniversary of the wreck a phantom 
ship with blazing? hull, charred spars 
and scorched sails and rigging has 
been seen cruising ^ff Block island. 

Whitticr recorded tho legend in 
graceful verse as well as that of a 
ghostly" crui/er that sailed from a 
Xew England i)ort of her last voyage, 
which ho termt' l "The Dead Ship of 
Salem." In the seventeenth century a 
ship was about to sail from Salem to 
England. Her cargo was on board, 
sails bent and passengers on deck, 
when two passtMigors came hurriedly 
off and engaged passage. TIil* couple 
were a young man and a young wo- 
man, who, so tradition records, were 
remarkable for th^ hearing and beau- 
ty. 

Who they were or whence they came 

no one In Salem town could tell. The 
ship being detained by adverse winds, 
the mysterious cdui/le excited the sus- 
picions of the townspeople, who view- 
ed them as uncanny and prophesied 
disaster to the vessel if allowed to sail 
in her. But the master, a bluff and 
stern sailor, refused to listen and final- 
ly departed on a Friday. 

Tho vessel never renehed her desti- 
nation and was never spoken, but later 
in the year incoming vessels reported 
sighting a craft with luminous rigging 
and sails and shining hull and spars. 
She was sailing with all canvas set 
against the Avind. with a crew of dead 
mm standing in the shrcnids an<l lean- 
ing over the rail, while upon the quar- 
terdeck stood a young and heaatlful 
couple.— New York Herald.

Tha Work of Atsambllng the Frames 

and Putting on Covers. 

In most umbrella factories the task 
of turning out ril)S and stems Is left to 
other factories making a specialty of 
those parts. These are sent to the 
manufacturer, and the man whose 
v.orlv It is to assemble the parts in- 
serts a bit of wire into the small holes 
at the end of the ribs, draws them to- 
gether aboat the mala rod and adjusts 
the ferrule. 

In cutting the cloth or silk seventy- 
five thicknesses or thereabouts are ar- 
ranged upon a table at which skilled 
operators work, in one department 
there are girls wtio operate hemming 
machines. A tboosand yaids of hem- 
med goods is a day's work for one of 
these girls. The machines doing this 
Job attain a speed of some o.OOO rev- 
olutions a minute. After the hemming 
has been done the cloth or silk is cat 
into triangular pieces with a knife, as 
before, but with a pattern laid upon 
the cloth. The next operation is the 
sewing of the triangular pieces to- 
gether by macldnery. 

The coven and frames are now 
ready to be brought together. In all 
there are twenty-one places where the 
cover is to be attached to the frame. 
The handle is next glued on, and the 
umbrella is ready for pressing and In- 
spection. 

By far the greater number of um- 
brellas today are equipped with wood- 
en handles. A large variety of mate- 
rials may, however, be used. Gold and 
silver quite naturally eater into the 
construction of the mote ezpenalTe 
grades of umbrellas. 

A wooden handle may be quite ex- 
pensive, though, by reason of the wood 
used.— Haiper's Weekly.

MADE T HEM RE MEMBEB. 

Customs of the Old English Cowrt of 
Forest Regarders. 

The great forests of England were 
for ^centuries royal property. They 
were kept from settlement and eu- 
croacbmeut l»y the strictest laws and 
the severest penalties. To enforce the 
laws a great number of ofhcials wore 
appointed. There were warders, vei*- 
derera, foresters and regaites, and 
there were special courts to try cases 
of trespass, poaching and like offenses. 
It Is of the regarders that Mr. Nor- 
way writes in his "Highways and 
Byeways In Yorkshire." He is deal- 
ing with Sherwood forest of Robin 
Hood fame: 

"I know not with any certainty what 
may have been the boundaries of this 
forest In ancient times, for that ex- 
cellent custom of the court of the re- 
garders has gone out of use, which 
was wont to impress the bounds so 
firmly on the memories of thoae who 
dwelt in the nelght^orhood. 

"The regarders used to take a survey 
of the forest every third yeiir, and lu 
their train went a number of boys col- 
lected willy nilly from the Immediate 
vicinity. The boys were chosen be- 
cause it waa hdd that the memories 
of the young are good. Yet it was 
found to be desirable to impress them 
firmly with the actual limits lest any

NOISY SUTTERFLIES. 



One Species Producea a SouiMI Ulce 
the Snap ef a WMp. 



One does not think of butterflies as 
making any sounds, nor of caterpillars 
as noisy creatures, yet according to 
the late S. H. Scudder, in "Frail Chil- 
dren of the Air," the student will find 
^ome use for his ears when observing 
the habits of both. Says the author: 

"It is a fact that certain butterflies 
produce sound during certain move- 
ments. The 'whip' butterfly when sur- 
pri.^od makes a noiro like the snap of 
a lash by opening and shutting its j 
wings in quick succession. Some hi- 
bernating butterflies when disturbed 
make a faint hissing sound by slowly 
depressing and raising their wings. 
The noise thus produced resembles 
tiiat made by blowing slowly through 
closed teeth. Other sounds resemble j 
the friction of sandpaper." 



KENTUCKY MINERALS. 



The United States geological sur- 
vey in a report on the mineral re- 
sources of the United States gave 
some interesting comparisons as to 
Kentucky's mineral output fOr the 
years 1908 and 1909. 

In 1909 Kentucky was eighth in the 
production of coal, as compared with 
other states, and was tenth in rank In 
the value of coal output. The slate 
was second in the percentage of ma- 
Qh^ne-mined coal. 

With the exception cf lime and pe- 
troleum there was a gratifying In- 
crease in the value of the output of all 
n.ineral products. Kentucky's lime 
industry is small as compared with 
that of other states, and the output 
is fluctuating. '
